coinferring judisdic- 
Lon on probate courts in counties of 
less than JpjAOft inhabitants to pro­ 
vide for the 
control 
and 
care of 
children under 17 years of age, w'ho 
ir e delinquent, neglected 
or other­ 
wise subjected to the dicipline or in 
need of the care and discipline of the 
date. 
Probate Judge D. E. Kennedy, of 
this city, had much to do with get­ 
ting the hill enacted. Its provisions 
nre such that in the future juvenile 
law breakers will not be permanently 
'stamped as criminals in the eyes oi 
the law. 
All offenses of children will, ex 
eopting those charged 
with 
crimes 
punishable under the statutes of the 
d a te by death or life imprisonment, 
come under the provisions 
of this 


act. 
Destitute, homeless, abandoned or

It is seldom that a court in one of 
the large cities of the middle west 
takes more than fifteen minutes to 
try a divorce case, and many courts 
take even less time than that. There 
is no time for inquiry, but plenty of 
chance for fraud. 
“ This is borne out by the experi­ 
ence of Kansas City. In 1911 Kansas 
City had a ratio of one 
divorce to 
every three marriages, not 
an un­ 
common rate in w’estern cities. 
In 
1912, however, a divorce proctor was 
appointed to investigate 
the 
cases 
filed and to see that there w*a9 no 
collusion. This simple precaution re­ 
duced the number of divorces grant­ 
ed 
in Kansas City in 1912 28 per 
cent. 
“ Even in cases where 
divorce TS 
refused by the courts it is scarcely 
probable that the family life is re­ 
constituted. The formal procedure of 
the criminal or civil court is as much 
cut of place as “ police court proced-
